Dear sir-—The Lima papers ars re- 


ceived .'iflU handed around the little 
colony of Liniaitos here daily, tiisre 


ting about tMrty of us In and near 


Los Angi leg, and it is very easy to get 


a party to go on any side trip. 
While we enjoy the news from 


home, i-erhaps those from home might 
cot object to knowing what we do 
here. 
For four weeks we have had 


much rain i~..d cool weather for this 
section, urn! while it rained in the 
valleys until the floods and washouts 
\vcre the talk arid tourists who \vsre 
rot patient were grumbling, yet the 
Calif ornians were in great glee, as 
Uioy needed the rain so badly. The 
river beds were a 11 <lry aart water for 
Irrigation r-t-arce. 


On Friday. February Jst, it hailed 
l suiiwiid <i frifit; in this city and it 


was ;.uf'j a nivelty that schools were 


ui'.ssor! iliat the jittle folks might 


see it, find in some parts of tlu city 
enough f«ll that one boy scraped up 
a panfuii and it was taken 10 the 
Herald o01''«>, photographed and an 
article <.\ritl(U about the "beautiful i 
si:ow." On the mountains, however,; 
it lias fallen io a great depth and since 
it cleared up on 
Sunday, the 
8th, 


hundreds v.ho had not seen snow ex- 
cept on the distant inaccessible moun- 
tain tops hav<' takan the trip up Mount 
Lowe tit a point 6000 feet above the 
valley, anil snow-hailed each other to 
their pleasure and misery, the snow 
there being two feet deep. 
It seems 


like a fairy tale to pick ripe oranges, 
lemons and flowers, and especially, 
the wild 
t)oppy at the foot-hills, and 


sot aboard the electric car and in one 
hour and u half be on the top of the 
ni j-'tiiiiin i.n deep snow.

On Wednesday, Feb. 10th, a party of 


twelve, composed of Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter Spellacy, Simon Spellaey, John 
Spellacy, Sr., of. St. Marys: Thomas 
DufSeld, Miss Rose Collins. Mrs. J. A. 
Hall, Mrs. W. W. Strayer, Henry C. 
Adgate, Dick Adgate. Mr. and Mrs. 
A. B. Clutter, and D. K. McPherson, 
o£ Sprague, Washington, made up a 
party of thirteen, ia aH, but wo just 
called it twelve so no one would ring 
in the thirteen racket and b» nervous 
over the trip. The weather was as 
warm as our most delightful May 
mornings at home and all were in for 
a good time. Our first stop was at 
Pasadena and those who were fa- 
miliar with th« millionaire town were 
busy pointing out places of interest 
to the late comers. Leaving Pasa 
dana we drew closer to the mountains 
and 
passed 
through 
the 
famous 


"Lucky Baldwin" ranch, and shirting 
the foot of. Mount Lowe, from which 
point an excellent view o£ the Incline 
railway and its "white, .chariot" could 
be obtained, and also the Chalet Ob- 
servatory and the search, light used 
oil the manufacturers building fit the 
World's Fair, all being situated on 
Echo mountain at the top of the in- 
cline. In only a jew orange groves 
was the ground dry enough to com- 
mence picking and we never could 
have seen them iti nicer form; the 
late Washington naveJs not being over 
one-tenth picking and. the seedlings 
scarcely touched, so as we passed 
hundreds of ranches they were all in 
their prime, the yellow grape fruit 
lemons and oranges, with the dark 
green foliage making a beautiful con 
trast. At; each town, we passed the 
packing: houses, were in full b 
packing;and loading cars. : At three 
or four points the . frost, had; :dpno 
damage,: and the frosted -fruit- and 
small culls, most of which were In 


good condition but which, would not 
txear transportation, we could seo 
near the houses where many wagon 
loads had been hauled out to rot, 
there being no market for them.

The gentlemen of our party 
oeing in the smoker, we saw as we 
approached the depot a large number 
of tally ho's and tourist's wagons 
of three or four seats. We were out 
in a hurry and engaged one of the 
largest tally ho's, and here our fun 
began.

Hutchinsoa is a husky young feno™, 


and has the appearance of one who 
would be abte to take care of himself 
in any sort of melee, but he doesn't 
wear the attitude oi a bully, neither 
does he look like :i man who would 
willfully do a criminal act.

When court convened this morning 


Prosecutor Klinger 
announced 
vliat 


the case of the 
state against Fred 


Hutchlnson was ready for trial and 
later Attorney Lelaad appeared to de- 
fend the prisoner. There were only a 
few witnesses called, as the struggle 
on the highway was witnessed by but 
a few people. Maurice Thomas, the 
old farmer, who lives "on the Corner 
road, and who was at. first hold as an 
accomplice of Hulchltison was called 
and from him was extracted the ">rs- 
timony which substantially upheld the 
stand taken by the defense. 


Tlio meeting with the peddler oc- 


curred on the 16th of January last as 
Thomas and Hutch Jns'on. were return- 
ing from Lima.

strument. While Hutchinson was en- 
gaged in playing it, the Syrian is said 
to have grabbed for it and in the 
struggle for possession struck a blow 
with something in his hand that 
glistened. He missed Hutchinson, who 
was standing between the wheels of 
the buggy, and hit one of the stand- 
ards of the buggy top, scraping off 
several inches of the enamel. Hutch- 
inson struck back; and landed the ped- 
ler in the ditch. The latter then put 
his hand back into his hip pocket, and 
Mr. Thomas, fearing that he was going 
to shoot, struck the norse with a 
whip and drove tip the road for a dis- 
tance of 200 yards. The pedlar turn- 
ed and ran in the opposite direction 
yelling at the top of his voice and 
young Hutchinson, .now 
thoroughly 


enraged, proceeded to kick the open 
bundles about the road. Mr. Roberts j 
and his son -drove by at that period i 
and the pedler stopped them, but was ^ 
unable to make -himself understood.;

When. t!ie sheriff arrived, Hutchinson 
at first declared he had nothing in bis 
possession, but when told he must go 
to jail, asked permission to speak to 
Mr. Thomas. The latter advised him 
that if he still knew where the goods 
were to turn them over to the sheriff, 
and the young man did so. Thus the 
story of the assault was given to the 
jury by the defendant's attorney, and 
supported by Mr. Thomas, who was 
present at the time it occurred. 


It was an interesting moment when 


the Syrian himself took the stand, and 
there was but one man present who 
was able to understand and interpret 
the answers of the prosecuting wit- 
ness. 
W. D. Maloley hau b^ii caH- 


ed into the.case by the state for that 
purpose, and through him the witness' 
statements were made intelligible. 
The pedler took the defensive in the 
highway assault, denying the charge 
of having first started the trouble and 
gave the impression that he was made 
a victim of the other man's feloneous 
intent. He also declared that Hutch- 
inson had not only stolen or ruined a 
part of the goods he carried, but had 
also robbed him of some $60.00 in 
money. He was still on the stand at 
the hour of the noon recess and when 
court again convened was called upon 
to conclude his statements.

Photographer John B. Valln of Onset 


Bay thinks he lias solved the problem 
ot aerial navigation. Mr. Valin is not 
gthe ouly man who has entertained that 
idea. There have -been scores of others, 
none of -whom have lived to see their 
theories 
-blossom into facts. 
Mr. 


Valin's idea possesses at least the vir- 
tue of novelty. 
He claims that a 


screw, or "worm," propeller may be 
utilized. for propulsion, through the 
ether as it is commonly used in the 
fienser 'element, water. 


The application of man-power by a 


hand and foot lever in the -car of Jiis 
ingenious outfit to the; balloon of 
"worm" form is another striking fea- 
ture. 
This is designed to apply by 


transmitting ths po^er by aid of a 
roi>8, or, preferably, a light: linked 
steel chain, from the car to the balloon 
with a ratchet and spring at the point 
of contact. 
This force is then ex- 


pended by revolving the Walloon, -which 
screws its •way forward through the 
air. 


Hydrogen g,ts is utilized to sustain, 


the outfit in the air and to raise it. 
This is designed for use because of its 
great lifting power, althoiit'li it is 
rather expensive. 
Hot air cannot 


readily be used, because it would com- 
pel making the balloon very large, un- 
wieidiy anfi to v.-ort at a disadvantage. 
With hydrogen gas long flights can be 
ma.de aad the utility of the airship 
greatly enhanced. 


Mr. Valin. in describing from his 


model the ratchet and spring applica- 
tion to the axis o* this balloon, says: 


"It will be very greatly to the ad- 


vantage, you Tilt see, to employ ball 
b-Darlnss. which will save all possible 
loss of power in transmission, yet 
there will be a portion of loss of powar 
then which it is impossible to over- 
come through friction. 


"If you make the '.bailoon, or screw.

Eiporitsuce with UncUs. 


I. K. Felch, writes In Farm-Poultry 


as follows: 


My duck experience 
may please 


some young reader in these enlight- 
ened days, I had a cousin who with 
me purchasad a sitting of eggs.; 
We 


set tha eggs in our respective hay 
lofts, on the same day. 
We had be- 


come exercised in our minds as to 
how these ducks with round 
bills 


were to liberate themselves on 
the 


twenty-eighth' da.y, and we concluded 
that thny must have help. So early on 
tne twenty-eighth day we proceeded 
to help by breaking an egg. As the 
yolk was found not fully absorbed WB 
concluded. that the duckling was de- 
formed, and to put it out of its mis- 
ery -we pulled its head off. Tlius we 
di'ssscted the As-hole nestful, and ad- 
journed to my hen. 
On finding the 


first,two in the same fix I vetoed any 
further help, saying that they might 
as well ciie in the shell as be killed 
out of it. Having secured our experi- 
ence at Charley's expense, I conclud- 
ed to let the hen tafce the responsi- 
bility of releasing her young. The re- 
sult -was six ducklings. To make them 
a swimming pond (for in those days 
it was thought that ducks must have 
water to do well), I sawed a barrel at 
the second hoop, an<I sunk it into the 
ground. 
For a few days it was kepi 


even full of wator. then boy fashion, I 
neglected it, and oa missing my ducks 
one day I repaired to iny artificial 
pood to find them all in it, all but 
one ftsiiaustcd, literally drowned. The 
one I revived by placing it in the over. 
oz the iiilchen stove. 


For night quarters for another sub- 


sequent brood I turned a barrel on its 
side, with the open end higher than 
the other. A storm came up in the. 
night and beat in, and the bilge being 
water tight, all "were drowned. This 
v,'as dearly bought 
experience—this 


teaming 
that ducks could drown. 


Poor consolation I got, for mother 
told me I was being punished 
for 


killing Charley's ducks in the nest, as 
described. But I was getting experi- 
ence, and after that I would bore a 
hole in the bilge o£ a barrel, and fill 
in with earth to the level 
of 
the 


ground outside. Barrels, with stakes 
driven into the ground to confine the 
hens, while giving the chicks liberty, 
were universally used then for chick- 
en coops. I never saw anything else 
used for the old hen and chickens up 
to that time. Then on seeing in the 
Plowroaa a ctst of a tent-shaped coop. 
1 at once went to work to make them 
of that shape, and never used a barrel 
again after that summer's, experience. 


But I am running away from my 


ducks. 
My lone specimen proved to 


be a dratec. In the spring I procured 
a mate for him at a cost of one dollar 
and filty cents. They were both near- 
ly white. The duck psrsisted in lay- 
ing her eggs in the brook. Morning 
after morning I would hunt the water 
until I found the egg. Soon nay duck 
•was missing, stolen as I supposed by 
a fox. But to toy surprise and gratifi- 
cation in a month she came -waddling 
home from the swamp 
with 
nine 


young duclts. 


But trouble was brewing for me. 
A vicious cannibal of a drake will 


discount a hawk in his ravages among 
young chicks. I was losing my very 
young chicKens in a most unaccount- 
able way. I thought it the work of 
rats, hut one day I saw the draKe, the 
apple of my eye, grab a chick. He 
brained it in an instant, and shook 
it flat, and gobbled it as he would a 
frog. 
Nothing 
will cure a drake 


which once contracts this habit—so I 
killed WTO. To pick him and the,n to 
picfe the down -was a half a day's 
work, I graduated then and there as 
a picker of ducks. 
I sold the flock, 


and not even the gilded descriptions 
of duck culture in the present day 
have enticed me to again follow the 
Jr-raedias of them.
